EDMONTON: Despite an in¬ 
crease of^mare than $8,000,000 in 
the value of livestock marketed in 
Alberta in the first six months of 
■this year it was not nearly enough 
to make up for what the farmer 
lost in income from the sale of 
field products as compared with 
last year, reports the provincial 
statistician in his review of the 
second quarter of economic activ¬ 
ity in Alberta. 

The restricted purchasing power 
of the farmer as a result of the 
grain quotas, he believes, is one of 
the chief reasons for a slight de¬ 
cline in the province’s economy as 
compared with that of the first 
quarter. Linked with the farmer’s 
plight is the poor spring Which ad¬ 
versely. affected the building 
trades. 

Detailed figures place the farm¬ 
ers’ returns on wheat between 
Aug. 1, 1953 and June 30, 1954, at 
$115,000,000, compared with $152,s 
432,000 during the corresponding 
.period a year ago. To the end of 
June this year, 100,877,000 bushels 
of wheat had been marketed by A1 
berta farmers, compared with 117,- 
255,000 to the end of June,'1953. 

Decreased marketings also are 
noted this year for oats, barley and 
rye, with a slight increase in flax 
seed. * • 

An estimated $34,770,415 was 
paid for cattle in the first six 
months of this year, compared with 
$33,444,654 in the corresponding H. S. Burns, Field Supervisor 
peripd of 195,3. The total net live- vv 

stock marketings to the end of 
June, 1954, are placed at 146.045 
head, compared with 200,771 head 
last year. 

Other livestock totals with last 
year’s figures for the six-month 
period in brackets are: calves, 42,- 
720 head <35,25Q), $2,205,451 ($2,- 
133,817); sheep and lambs, 60,538 
149,992), 1,196,456 ($1,013,850), 

and hogs, 736,972 head (783,305), 

$39,891,730 ($33,417,938.) 

The statistician's figures show 
that the Alberta cattle seller was 
in a little better position in June 
than in some of the previous 
months of this year, when prices 
were considerably lower than for 
the corresponding period of last 
year. 

During June the price paid for 
good steers was $18. 9 a hundred 
at Calgary, same as in June, 1953, 

$18.32 at Edmonton, compared with 
$18.01 last year, and $18.63 at 
Lethbridge, compared with $18.11. 

But the six-month average -was 
$17.54 at Calgary, compared with 
$19.62; $16.95 at Edmonton, com¬ 
pared with $19.12, and $17.60 at 
Lethbridge, compared with $18.83 
in 1953. 

Hog prices averaged better for 
the six months this year than 
last. At Edmonton the price aver¬ 
aged $33.70 this year, compared 
with $26.64 last year; at Calgary, 

$32.99, compared with $26.74, and 
at Lethbridge, $32.79, compared 
with $26.46.

Itural Trends 


Wheat production has increased substantially in 
both Canada and the United States in recent years. It 
now seems obvious that the prairie provinces of west¬ 
ern Canada will readily produce an annual wheat crop 
of close to 500 million bushels and the United States 
crops will exceed a billion bushels. While favorable 
weathef has been experienced in most years since the 
end of the war, jt would appear that other factors 
contributed to increase wheat production. Larger 
faims, a greater degree of farm mechanization and im 
proved varieties resistant to various diseases all make 
fer grater production. Of course, the turn of a drouth 
cycle in western Canada would cut production some¬ 
what. 

The United States has experienced drouth years 
of late but not in the big wheat belt. But even under 
drought, present method of operation can produce a 
substantial total crop. 

The total production of around 1*4 billion bushels 
in Canada and the United States would 1 provide a sub¬ 
stantial surplus. The domestic demand in the United 
States runs around 800 million bushels and in Canada 
about 150 million or a total of 950 million bushels, 
leaving a surplus of 550 million bushels. 

Whether world demand will take each year from 
North America 550 million bushels of wheat is quest¬ 
ionable. Australia and Argentina are two important 
wheat exporting nations commanding a share of the 
world market. While world trade in wheat immediately 
after the war and up until a couple of years ago reach 
ed 900 million bushels, the total has been declining in 
recent years. Europe has regained its postwar position 
in wheat production. Turkey has become a substantial 
exporter and under favorable conditions Soviet Rus¬ 
sia and its satellites can, and will, export quantities of 
wheat. 

The province of Alberta does not compare with 
Saskatchewan in the volume of wheat production but 
Alberta is much better adapted than its eastern neigh¬ 
bor in the raising of livestock, poultry and dairy pro¬ 
ducts. Those areas in Alberta particularly adapted to 
livestock, dairying, etc., should concentrate more on 
such production for the long term. In saying this, 
there can be no assurance given that there will not be 
ups and downs in the prices of such products but the 
likelihood is that there will be more effective demand 
lor the same in the years ahead than there will be for

Sleek, modern cohch.es with in¬ 
novations such as the uppetMevel 
view dome and self-pfopellrrd ‘dies¬ 
el track vehicles are among some 
ol the millions of dollars worth of 
new equipment with which the rail 
way aims to catch more travellers' 
patronage. In line with the think¬ 
ing of railway o'ficials of the past 
few years, the latest equipment is 
designed to serve all classes of 
passengers. 

The OPR’s new. gleaming trans¬ 
continental passenger coaches are 
the most impressive ever seen in 
Phone Canada and are on a par with the 
crack liners pictured strewing 
through the -scenery in American 
travel folders and advertisements. 

Haled as the biggest revolution 
in Canadian rail passenger travel 
since the switch from wood to 
sttel cars, the 173 streamlined 
coaches' purchased by the CPR at 
a cost of $40 million are of startn- 
less sjeel construction. The .cars 
are unpainted on the exterior ex¬ 
cept for stripes of red on which is 
gold lettering. 

While the cars are being placed

Thresh Barley Carefully 

A large portion of the barley 
crop is now- used fpr human con¬ 
sumption in the Far East, partic¬ 
ularly Japan. Because of this val¬ 
uable market for Alberta bailey, 
special care should be taken when 
combiifing, in order to avoid dam¬ 
age to the kernels. A little atten¬ 
tion to the following factors will 
aid materially in he production of 
a sound product which is required. 

The cylinder should be run as 
slow as it is possible in' order to 
thresh the grain. Cylinder endplay 
should be corrected as it is a cause 
of damaged and cracked kernels. 
Crooked or bent cylinder or con¬ 
cave teeth, as well as damaged 
rasp bars, are also a source of' 
trouble. 

ConcaVe should not be set up 
too close. The relationship between 
concave clearance and cylinder 
speed is quite definite: the lower 
the speed, the closer can be the ; 
clearance. Care should be taken to 
align cylinder and concave teeth 
propexly. Rub bar cylinders do the 
best job of threshing when cylind¬ 
er and concave clearance is set 
between 3-8 and 5-8 Inches. Con¬ 
cave clearance should be changed

Sieves should be adjusted for the 
least possible return. A heavy xe- 
turn increases the number of skin¬ 
ned kernels. * 

Plenty erf wind should be used on 
the front of the sieves, to keep a 
mat of beards and chaff from form 
ing. If the sieves are kept level ox 
slightly high In the rear it will 


help separation. The use of too lit¬ 
tle wind is a common fault.
